When houls Nizer agreed 
to a two-hour radio debate, to be followed by one on TV, that grew into a four- 
hour one, aired four times, i^e had me kicked of the TV snow, with the heft he 
has, and has since been silent. tfour vVarren-Commiosion lawyers gove up a syndi- 
cated i / show tuey and requested rattier than confront me alone as an opponent 
on it. And in all this time, on a 11 ti-ese shows, no one ever abused mo by 
asking me to write t aem in advance what I would soy. Only because of the damage 
already done and tn© potential for more harm remaining in ta© irreappnolbility ~ 
of whot Skolnick ues dona and is up to, possible only because of the entir ely 
uncritical attitude of those who air him (the slightest check end nis crjrap 
disintegrates), did I ask the time. So, you go your mmerry wey, serving the people 
of Chicago by presenting Fi'$nken3tein and Dick Daring. 

You know that if you brin£ me to Chicago you have every ri^ht to 
expect on exclusive. It is the custom. In ray letter I asked for speedy response 
because I could approach no one else until you answered. I must hove phoned 
you eight time this past week, without a single response. 

Now I make s different request, for a tape of Skolnick’s o .pesrance. 
Among the reasons is to learn Wuother you aired my property without my assent. 
Rowing you ere too busy to leave a fcimple message with a secretary, like "no"
